THE ſpecies of the genus Simia, which of all others makes the neareſt approach 
to the human figure, is the Simia Satyrus of Linnzus, or the Orang-Otang : but 
as that animal is very rarely to be ſeen living, and as it is our defign in this werk 
to exhibit figures chiefly taken from living animals, rather than from thoſe pre- 
ſerved in muſeums, we have therefore fixed upon a ſpecies of ape, which, though 
not of ſo very ftriking an appearance as that above mentioned, is yet ſufficient to 
mortify the pride of mankind by the humiliating general reſemblance which it 
bears to our own race. This animal is the common Barbary ape; which gene- 
rally grows to about the height of four feet. It is not remarkable for docility or 
good temper, but by force of diſcipline is made to exhibit a greater degree of in- 
telligence than many others of the genus. Its colour is an olivaceous brown ; 


the face fleſh-coloured. The hands and feet have nails reſembling the human, 


and it is deſtitute of a tail, and conſequently affords a very clear example of the " 
nuine Apes, or firſt diviſion of the ſpecies in the Linnzan genus of n 
is a native of Africa, and is often found in Barbary.

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'T HIS ſpecies, though nearly allied in form to that ferocious and fturdy ſavage 
the Simia Hamadryas, or Grey Baboon, is not of a malignant diſpoſition. It 
ſeems to poſſeſs a degree of gentleneſs to which the other baboons are ſtrangers. 
The colour of this animal is an olive-brown, which is deepeſt on the upper | parts 
of the body, and paler, or more inclining to white beneath. The" appearance of 
the face is very remarkable; the noſe on each ſide being of a deep violet. blue, and 
furniſhed with ſeveral ſtripes or channels. The chin is furniſhed with à ſmall 
ſharp-pointed beard of a pale yellow or orange-colour.

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MosT of the larger ſpecies of this genus, particularly thoſe which are diſtin- 
guiſhed by the title of Baboons, ſeem poſſeſſed of an uncommon degree of obſti- 
nate moroſeneſs, and are fierce, intractable and indocile. The preſent ſpecies in 
theſe reſpects ſeems to ſurpaſs the reſt of its congeners, and is, when in a ſtate of 
confinement, of a diſpofition ſo rude and unquiet, and of manners ſo peculiarly 
indecorous, as to fruſtrate all attempts to civiliſe and reclaim it. In a ftate of 
nature theſe animals are gregarious, and are found in large companies in the in- 
terior parts of Aſia and Africa, where they are extremely bold, ſavage, and dan- 
gerous : they rob gardens, injure plantations, &c. and on being alarmed, retire 
into the thickeſt receſſes of the woods. I am far from being certain that the figure 
in the works of the Count de Buffon, plate 1 3. vol. xiv. was not intended for this 
ſpecies ; but if ſo, it muſt evidently have been taken from a ſpecimen which had 
a mutilated tail. There is a wonderful appearance of ſagacity in the countenance 
of this animal, and a kind of ſolemn, contemplative diſpoſition ſeems to be 
ſtrongly indicated in his looks, when he is calm and undiſturbed ; but when irritated 
by imaginary affronts, or ſtimulated by improper treatment, the 'moſt ſtriking 
efforts of vindictive violence are immediately exhibited. There cannot remain a 
doubt but that tranſient and indiſtin& views of ſome of the larger baboons and 
monkeys gave riſe to the imaginary ſatyrs of the antients ; and it ſeems equally 
certain that the ſmaller kinds of apes afforded a foundation for the hiſtories of 
Pygmies, which were ſuppoſed to inhabit certain particular regions of Ethiopia. 
So numerous is the genus Simia in its full extent, comprehending the whole tribe

ſpecies and their varieties is yet a deſideratum in natural hiſtory ; and can only be 
completed by time, and an accurate ſurvey and deſcription from the living animals. 
The figure' here repreſented is taken from the life, and is executed with ſcrupulous 
exactneſs, not only in all the particulars which characteriſe it as a ſpecies, but alſo 
in the exact reſemblance to the individual animal itſelf, of which it conveys the 
moſt perfect and ſtriking idea.

SEVERAL of the ſmaller Monkeys are diſtinguiſhed by what is termed a fre. 
henſile tail (cauda prehenfilis), i. e. the tail is fo conſtituted as to be readily coiled 
round any object at the wilt of the animal. Tails of this nature are generally 
ſomewhat flattened, and bare of hair on the under ſurface near the tip. Of mon+ 
keys which are furniſhed with prehenſile tails, the ſpecies repreſented on the an- 
nexed plate is one of the moſt remarkable. It is the Simia Capucina of Linnæus, 
or Capucin Monkey, and varies in colour ſometimes. The hair on the top of the 
head in this ſpecies is generally black, and more or leſs erect i in its growth. The 
colour of the body is brown; paleſt beneath: the tail deeper than the reſt. The 
face a tawny fleſh-colour, ſurrounded with white. This monkey is a native of 


South America, and is about the ſize of a cat. The feet are furniſhed with ſharp 
claws.

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Accon D to the eſtabliſhed rules of the Linnzan arrangement of quadru- 


peds, by which thoſe animals are principally claſſed from the ſtructure and ſituation | 


of the te: teeth, it is neceſſary that the genus Veſpertilio ſhould rank under the firſt 
order, or Primates : : but as the general appearance of veſpertilio is ſo widely diffe- 
rent from that of the reſt of this order, Linnzus has been in this, as well as in ſome 
other inſtances, thought 1 to. pay too little regard to the evident and obvious characters 
of animals, and too much to thoſe of the teeth. The genus veſpertilio contains 
ſeveral ſpecies, of which one of the moſt common is the Veſpertilio Auritus, repre” 
ſented at plate 7, as an example of the genus : it is retnarkable for the very great 
ſize of its external ears, as well as for a ſort of valve or internal appendage, which 
| ſeems to operate as a guard to the auditory paſſage. The European ſpecies of this 
genus, though not leſs curious in their ſtructure than the exotic ones, are ſeldom 
regarded with much attention: but the bats of the Eaſt-Indies and America, from their 
enormous ſize, excite the aſtoniſhment of all obſervers. The largeſt ſpecies of this 
curious genus is the Veſpertilio Vampyrus of Linnæus, or the Vampyre-Bat, figured 
at plate 8. It is found in great plenty in various parts of the Eaſt - Indies, as well as 
in the warmer regions of America, where it reſides amongſt trees, and preys on the 
ſmaller animals and inſects. Its body is about the ſize of a large ſquirrel, and ſome- 
times {till larger; and the extent of the wings frequently meaſures at leaſt five feet. 
It is ſaid that this animal has a power of inſerting the tip of its tongue ſo dexterouſly 
into the vein of a ſleeping perſon, as to draw away a conſiderable quantity of blood 


without waking the patient : the tongue is covered with minute aculet, or prickles ; 


but there ſeems, as the count de Buffon obſerves, to be nothing very particular 
in its ſtructure which can enable the animal to exert this ſingular power of bleeding 
without cauſing pain: but whatever be the peculiar ſtructure which enables the 
animal to perform this operation, the fact is faid to be abſolutely certain, and that 
it is no uncommon accident in the hotter regions of the globe. It is on account 
of this ſingular quality that Linnzus has denominated the ſpecies the Veſpertilio 
Vampyrus, or Vampyre: but as he has taken no care to explain himſelf, it is pro- 
bable that the reaſon of the name may be generally unknown. The Vampyre is
